BE LIBERATED 


Winnipeg, Jan. 27,—Colonel J, K. 
Cornwall has received the contract for 
moving about a thousand head of 
buffalo from Wainwright to the Hay 
River district, north of the Peace 
River, according to information re- 
ceived here by the Canadian National 
Railways. The animals will be taken 
to Waterways, on the Athabasca riv- 
er, near Fort McMurray, where they 
will be taken down the Athabasca 
river by boat to a point beyond Lake 
Athabasca; there they will be turned 
loose to mix with the herd of wood 
buffalo which ranges in that part of 
the country. Several thousand head 
will be moved from Wainwright dur- 
ing the next five years as the herd 
there is now so large that the annual 
increase exceeds the grazing possibil- 
ities of the park,

DOMINION ROAD 
GRANT AMOUNTS 
TO $210,000.00 


A first payment on account of road 
work done by the provincial depart- 
ment of public works under the fed- 
eral highways scheme has been re- 
ceived by the government, and the 
treasury is richer 
$210,000. The entire amount for which 
Alberta qualified last year is about 
a quarter of a million, and the balance 
is to follow shortly. 

The money will be expended on the 
roads of the province, in connection 
with some phase of the government's 
public works program. It is the first 
of the participating benefits that 
this province has had in the dominion 
road grant scheme, work done prior 
to 1924 not having been entered. 
There is a prospect, however, of get- 
ting some more for work to be done 
during the present year.

The dele- 
gation had urged, among other things, 
reduction in the income tax rate to 
at least the rates in force in the Uni- 
ted States. 

“In the vaults of rich men in Can- 
ada and elsewhere are tax-exempt 
victory bonds worth millions and mil- 
lions which are not paying the gov- 
ernment a cent of revenue,” Mr. Gra- 
ham continued. 

“Vifty million dollars a year escapes 
taxation,” interjected Hon. J. A. Robb 
acting minister of finance. 

Mr. Graham said that he was. not 
going to discuss the question whether 
or not these bonds should have been 
made tax free, but he reminded the 
delegation that the government was 
confronted with a condition and not 
with a theory in this regard. With 
regard to a suggestion of the delega- 
tion that duplication of taxation as 
between the provinces, municipalities 
and dominion should be eliminated. 
Mr. Graham said that the income tax 
field might very well be left to the 
federal government. The Dominion 
government had been required to pay 
the cost of the war, and as a conse- 
quence the debt was well over the 
two-billion dollar mark.

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WITH QUIRT AND SPUR

When Dan Grey noticed the finely 
formed colt among the bunch of his 
horses that had just come.in. from 
the range his first thought was one 
of pity.

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Tribute to 
Wheat Pool 


Violent price fluctuations. in’ the 
earlier part of the grain year caused 
apprehension in the minds. of the 
wheat pool authorities. Success in 
selling pool wheat comes easier. with 
a steady market. For some time the 
course of the markets have been in 
favor of the pool. 

The Northwestern Miller, the prin- 
¢ispal organ of the milling trade on 
this continent, declares that ‘‘the con- 
tention of the promoters. (of the 


wheat pool) that, if a sufficient num-|, 


ber of farmers could be induced to 
market their wheat in this way, p. ices 
would be favorably influenced, has 
been vindicated.” This important 
journal continues: 

“It is open to argument that this 
price movement was in no way deter- 
mined by the operations of the pool 
and that the price would have risen 
to where it is in any event; but the 
fact remains that things have turned 
out exactly as the advocates of pool- 
Ing said they would, and no one can 
deny that the marketing operations 
of the pool have contributed to the 
advance in prices. Fairness demands 
this admission. Whatever notions 
anyone in or out of the trade may 
have on this subject, it is pretty clear 
now that the pool of 1924 will be a 
success and that the movement is 
gaining momentum. Unless the un- 
foreseen happens, there will be a 
large and widespread addition to the 
pool of 1925, and with good manage- 
ment this method of marketing 
wheat may easily become permanent. 


Is Sunday School 
Worth While? 


Under ‘the above heading the Whit- 


: by Gazette and Chronicle in a recent 


issue had an editorial in which it gave 
some very interesting and convincing 
information in favor of the Sunday 
school. It states that the warden of 
a state’s prison, where there was al- 
ways an average population of about 
fifteen hundred men, made this state- 
ment: “I have carefully investigated 
all the prisoners who have passed 
through these doors for more than 
twelve years, and I have to say that 
rarely have I found one who in his 
youth attended Sunday school regu- 
larly, and not one per cent of the 
total reported having attended Sunday 
school at all.” 

It states further that immediately 
following the close of the war there 
was an epidemic of crime everywhere. 
The financial district of New York 
was shocked by frequent highway rob- 
beries committed by boys 18 or 20 
years of age, where hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of bonds were 
stolen by messengers. The police of 
that city never encountered a situation 
like it, and set to work to check the 
crime wave. They found themselves 
helpless, and at last the commissioner 
of police called a conference of Sun- 
day school workers and workers with 
boys, and to this conference confess- 
ed: “This crime wave baffles us. It 
may be possible for us to apprehend 
the criminals, but that will not 
remedy the situation. That respon- 
sibility rests upon you. Unless the 
churches and Sunday schools can 
reach the boy-life of America and 
direct it to righteousness, we are 
helpless.” 

That the Sunday school is worth 
while there can be no questjon. And 
never was its mission as important 
as today. This seems to be a young 
people’s age in many respects. The 
younger generation are demanding 
and receiving more consideration 
than formerly, and parental control 
ig not as strongly exercised as it was 
a quarter of a centry ago. We are 
all anxious to be amused, the old as 
well as the young. The church and 
all its various organizations, have too 
often to take second place to bridge, 
and’ the new Chinese game, and every 
choir-master knows that if there is a 
dance on choir practice night, the 
attendance will be slim. 

' Our parents read “The Intellectual 
Life,” “Self Culture’ and other good 
books in a leisurely manner, and thus 
acquired not only culture but poise 
and understanding. Today we have 
not time to read or to meditate. We 
are too highly organized for one thing 
and we are too restless for another.

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FINAL REPORT 
ON 1921 CENSUS 
IS RELEASED 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has released the first volume or the 
final report on the Census of 1921. 
The main results of the census have 
been given out in a series of some 
thirty bulletins, each dealing with 
specific aspects of population and ag- 
riculture, The yolume, however, con- 
tains the final detailed figures by 
local units, showing (1) the numbers, 
sex and geographical distribution of 
the population, (2) the racial origins, 
and (8) the religions, The volume 
also contains the administrative re- 
port on the taking of the census. 

According to the British North Am- 
erica Act, 1867, the taking of a cen- 
sus is one of twenty-eight specific 
subjects exclusively assigned to the 
Dominion as distinguished from pro- 
vincial authority. The first census 
act was passed by the parliament of 
Canada in 1870 and the first census 
of the Dominion of Canada was taken 
in 1871, Althogether six decennial 
censuses of Canada have been taken 
since the formation of the Dominion. 

The main figures of the 1921 census 
shows the total population of Canada 
in 1871 was 3,689,257; fifty years af- 
terwards in 1921 it was 8,788,483, an 
increase of 138.22 pe rcent. In the 
last decade the increase was 21.95 
per cent, while in the first decade 
following Confederation it was 17.23 
per cent, in the second, 11.76 per cent, 
in the third 11.13 per cent, and in the 
fourth 34.17 per cent. 

The growth of urban population in 
Canada is forcibly illustrated by the 
fact that in 1921 there were 109 cities 
and towns in Canada with a popula- 
tion of 5,000 or over, as against 87 
in 1911, 67 in 1901, 45 in.1891, and 21 
in 1871, In 1891 the population living 
in urban centres made up 31.8 per 
cent of the total population; in 1901 
it had climbed to 37.6 per cent; in 
1911 to 45.5 per cent, and 1921 to 49.5 
per cent. From 1891 to 1921 the rural 
population showed a gain or 34 per 
cent as against a gain of 183 per cent 
in the urban population in the thirty 
years, 

In 1871 Montreal, within the area 
comprised within its city limits, had 
a population of about 115,000 .as 
against 618,506 in 1921, and Toronto, 
similarly considered, grew in the fifty 
years from 59,000 to 521,893. Winni- 
peg, which scarcely found a place on 
the map in 1871 with 241 persons, 
in 1921 had 179,087. Among the out- 
standing features may be noted that 
Vancouver and Calgary were first’ 
noted in the 1891 census, while Hd- 
monton, Regina and Saskatoon did 
not find a place in the censuses pre- 
vious to 1901. These are now large 
and thriving centres of population, 
trade and industry. 

The effects of immigration on the 
thenic composition of the population 
is illustrated by the fact that in 1881 
59 per cent of the population was of

41.51 per cent, while in 1921, twenty 
years later, the per cent proportions 
were, Church of England, 16.02 per 
cent; Baptists, 4.80 per cent; Luther- 
ans 3.28 per cent; Methodists 13.18 
per cent; Presbyterians 16.03 per 
cent; and Roman Catholics, 38.50 per 
cent. The Jews, which numbered 
16,401 or less tnan one-third of one 
per cent of the population in 1901, 
had 125,190 adherents in 1921 or 1.42 
per cent of the total population.

SUN’S ECLIPSE 
SEEN CLEARLY 
AT.NEW YORK

Toronto, Jan. 24. (9:07 a.m.)—Dark- 
ness has settled all along the path 
of totality of the total eclipse in On- 
tario. Fowls are rushing back to their 
roosts. In many points of totality ob- 

. servations are impossible owing to 
clouds, 

New York, Jan. 24.—A rapidly van- 
ishing streak of darkness was dabbed 
today over 40,000 square miles of Can- 
ada and the United States. 

In the path of the celestial shadow 
brush formed frequently by the sun 
and the moon there were this morn- 
ing, for the first time in their mo- 
dern aspects, the largest city in the 
United States, much of New York 
state, part of eight other states— 
Minnesota, Michigan, Wisconsin, Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island—and 
part of the Canadian province of On- 
tario. 

The solar eclipse affected the acti- 
{ vities of more than 10,000,000 people 

i living in this totality area. With an 
hour of daylight being succeeded by 
twilight and daylight again, the phe- 
nomenon was not greeted with terror 
as was the wont of the untutored an- 
cients, but with enthusiasm for na- 
ture's greatest spectacle. The bustle 
of business was deferred for a sight 
of celestial wonders and the study of 
things of the cosmos that are myster- 
ious in many respects despite the pro- 
gress of science. 

Striking the earth at Red Lake, 
Minn., the moon's shadow, about 100 
miles wide, swept eastward in a 
curve at the rate of 4,200 miles an 
hour, to the Atlantic Ocean, Across 
the Atlantic it moved to disappear 
into space near the Shetland Islands 
after streaking the earth for 3,000 
miles. 

Two minutes was the longest time 
any one city was covered, yet to an 
observer in the far heavens with vision 
strong enough, were such a thing pos- 
sible, the drawing of the black mark 
would last one hour and forty-three 
minutes. 

Radio and aviation did much to 
{mprove the study of the eclipse of 
1925. Hitherto scientists have travel- 
ed far to study eclipses only to be de- 

prived of good telescopic views by the 
clouds. Dozens of planes rose above 
today’s clouds, some with cameras, 
some’ with radio equipment to send 
the details to thousands at home and 
at sea, Somewhere near the island of 
Nantucket and above any possible 
obscuration was the United States’ 
navy airship, Los Angeles, buoyed up 
by helium gas, discovered in the sun 
by study of an eclipse in the past. 

Scientists were aboard looking for 
new discoveries today, and the sky 
ship named for the angels was equip- 
ped to send word via the heavens of 
how the phenomenon appeared. 

Radio flashed the time of the 
shadow’s trip across Canada and the 
United States. In all, thirteen fixed 
observatories trained the telescopes, 
studying such things as the exact 
course and diameter of the moon, the 
Einstein theory, the materials com- 
posing the corona, and secking new 
comets and new elements in the sun.

ritish Columbians are almost abnormally proud of 

their Capital city—Victoria. They will admit that 
its streets are not blocked with traffic, and that its 
shops are perhaps not of the most modern type, but 
give them an opportunity to talk of Parliament House 
Luildings, the Provincial Muscum, the Library, the 
Saanich Mountain Observatory, the Empress Hotel, 
Stadcona Park, the golf links, the motoring roads, the 
private houses, the wonderful gardens, and, above all, 
Beacon Hill Park, and they will not let it go by. 

And they are justifiably proud of their city. {t is 
indeed beautiful, and in a beautiful setting.” Rudyard 
Kipling once wrote of it “To realize Victoria you must 
take all that the eye admires most in Bournemouth, 
Torquay and the Isle of Wight, the Happy Valley at 
Nong Kong, the Doon at Sorrento and Camps Bay; 
add reminiseences of the Thousand Isles, and arrange 
the whole around the Bay of Naples with some Hima- 
lauyas in the background.” 

“Follow the sunshine to Victoria,” might be a fit- 
ting slozan to use in attracting visitors to the capital 
city of British Columbia. Year by year it is becoming 
more popular as a winter resort, particularly among 
people from the Prairie Provinces who find in it an 
escape from the cold and snow of the winter at home. 
The average annual rainfall only approximates twenty- 
seven inches, while the temperature during the winter 
months allows for open air sports, drives and all that 
goes with outdoor life, and permits the seasonal flowers 
to bloom in wild profusion. 

Five or six golf courses, open the year round, are 
features of the tourist attractions of Victoria and 
when one comes to this city overlooking the Straits of 
Juan de Fuca, he finds that like the bag of Santa 
Claus, it holds something for everyone, 

One could not write of Victoria without writing 
about its parks and gardens, public and private. No- 
where in the world are they scattered in such profu- 
sion or do they strike such a gorgeous, yet harmonious 
note as they do in this city. Perhaps the most pop- 
ular of the public places is Beacon Hill Park, which 
contains 300 acres laid out as recreation grounds and 
pleasure gardens, within 15 minutes walk of the Empress Hotel. 

The Butehart Sunken Gardens, a veritable fairy land of flowers, 
shrubs, lawns, lake and waterfall, artificially constructed in an old 
quarry, are a never failing source of delight, and he who is possessed of 
a scientific mind, or is merely just interested will find much to admire 
from the astrophysical observatory on Saanich Mountain. Here he will 
find the second largest telescope in the world. 

For the motorist, more than a thousand miles of splendid highway 
are open, and these he can enjoy for days at a time, making short trips 
from Victoria to neighboring bays, towns and villages, or tours 
which may be extended to a week or more. Good fishing is available off

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As will be seen, the swimming pool has decideé classic pretentions and is so designed that although taking ap a lange 


shore, or in the numerous lakes and streams. There 
is no doubt that Victoria is the playground of Western 
Canada,‘and Vancouver Island is preferred by many 
to California, because, unlike those of the latter coun- 
try, its beauties and attractions have not been ar- 
tificially produced by irrigation. ‘ 

Vancouver Island’s heritage of natural scenic 
beauty, climate and attractions to the sportsman are 
inestimable, but, as if these did not suffice, in order 
that residents and visitors to Victoria should fully and 
pleasantly occupy their time for recreation, a huge 
Crystal Garden, designed by Messrs, Rattenburg and 
James is now being built by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company. A winter garden sunlit by day 
and glittering by night, with music and an atmos- 
phere, it is planned, which will not be easily forgotten. 
Built on a two acre property facing the Empress Gar- 
dens, the Crystal Garden will be of generous propor- 
tions, with lower portion in brick and concrete and su- 
perstructure of steel and specially designed glass. The 
interior will eventually be a huge conservatory, provi- 
sion having been made throughout for growing vines, 
palms and plants, and in the centre will feature the 
largest salt water swimming pool on the continent. 

To give a Roman Bath effect, from the peacock 
alley promenades and dancing floors above, there will 
be conercte steps down to the landing of the pool which 
will be 150 feet long, 40 feet wide and 9 feet deep at 
the diving end. Salt water will be pumped from Bea- 
con Hill Beach, a distance of nearly a mile, main- 
tained at a temperature of 70 degrees and kept in 
constant circulation. It will of course, be sterilized, 
and bathers, before entering the pool will pass under 
showers of varying temperatures. Among other at- 
teaches planned are a gymnasium and hot salt water 

aths.

work of construction of the Crystal Garden to the end 
that it will be completed by May 24th next, in time 
for a gala week which is being arranged by Victoria 
citizens, and in connection with which a pageant is 
being planned, A forty piece orchestra has already 
been engaged to play in the Garden during “Victoria Week.”

The 
cheap rates twice a month for single 
fare, round trip, plus two dollars, go 
into effect February 3, to all parts of 
the Canadian west from these cen- 
tral states, but these rates are chiefly 
to permit a man to “spy out the land” 
in an economic manner in prepara- 
tion for his journey with his family 
later, 

I have been making a tour of these 
states about this season for many 
years, investigating the prospects for 
new settlers into Canada, and not 
since 1909 have I found so much in- 
terest and so many applications for 
crossing the line, Different, however 
from ten years ago, are the types go- 
ing north. They are just as good— 
better, Mr. Broughton insists—but 
they are chiefly of the tenant type. 
The reason, Broughton explains, is 
that land is worth in Illinois, $300 un 
acre. With taxes at $2 and $3 an 
ance, it is a rich man only who can 
own a farm, and no tenant can make 
more than a living. It costs, accord- 
ing to government statistics, $16 an 
acre to cultivate, and interest can't 
be paid on this investment. 

“The war prices of land in this stato 
still hold” said Broughton, “and that 
is driving the tenant farmer into Can- 
adg, But ho ts good, with sovoral 


than a year ago, and many are going 
to the Peace River country. But 
these prospective settlers are well 
informed, good American types, right 
from the soil. They know a lot about 
Canada, for many of them have rela- 
tions and friends who have gone 
there.” 

Proof of the political pudding Hes 
in the plum distribution. 
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start one in a field already served. 
In some of the larger cities of Amer- 
ica where there were formerly five 
or six daily newspapers there are now 
only two or three—a morning paper 
and one or two evening papers. De- 
troit, with over a million population, 
has but one morning newspaper. 
Chicago’s three million people are 
served by two morning newspapers 
and four evening papers. 

The cost of maintenance and up- 
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farmer shipped 25 steers to the Union 
Stockyards at St. Boniface, Man., 
where he sold the lot for $3,522 more 
money than any 25 cattle in one ship- 
ment from the country have brought 
for some years past. With an aver- 
age weight of 1,917 pounds, these cat- 
tle sold at $7.35 per hundred pounds, 
considerably more than the farmer 
anticipated when he turned the lot

The Mantitoba wheat pool now is 
circulating contracts. for coarse 
grains, similar action probably will 
be taken in Alberta and, in addition, 
active organization is under way in 
the latter province for separate pools 
to handle livestock and dary produce. 


Hog Grader Gives 
Suggestions On Hogs 
That Bring Premiums 


I have been reading with consider- 
able interest the current comments 
on the production of bacon hogs. I 
am sorry to report that the arguments 
are all being advanced by the “can'ts” 
and the “can’s” are saying nothing. 
I wish a few of the breeders whom 
I know in this province would take 
up the pen and tell their experiences, 

I am writing this as a constructive 
criticism; as I have spent consider- 
able time in the country and also the 
heavy hog months of the year, grad- 
ing on the’ Edmonton yards, I have 
had ‘a chance to study both ends of 
the game. I have listened to ideas 
some farmers advance on the bacon 
hog, and I have decided that in the 
majority of cases the farmers do not 
know the necessary essentials of a 
select bacon hog. To further illustrate 
this statement I have things occur 
every day which strengthens this con- 
viction. For instance: A mixed car 


white hogs; the owner told me he 
would be disappointed if they did not 
all grade select. I Jooked at the hors 
and they were all white, » factor hy 
which some farmers grade their hogs. 
I asked if he had any idea of what 
a select hog should weigh, and he 
said, “Yes, 200 pounds.” My next ques- 
tion was “What do yon think. your 
hogs weigh?” He thought they were 
about the ideal weight. Wher his 
hogs were graded he had ten shop 
hogs and two thick smooths. 

This is only one case of mistaken 
identity. If a business man goes into 
any particular line of pursuit he first 
learns all he can about the business 
he is going to engage in. Surely a 


“great many of our hog producers can 


afford to spend a day in the stock- 
yards or plants and see the kind of 
hogs the graders are passing as se- 
lects, and then they can be in a posi- 
tion to produce what the graders 
class as select bacon regardless of 
whether it has been their idea of a 
bacon hog or not. 

To prove that select bacon hogs 
can be produced and in paying quan- 
tities, I can name five or six breeders 
near Edmonton who are producing 
about 60 to 70 per cent selects from 
every load they sell. One man in par- 
ticular is producing better than 80 
per cent and he sells. hogs here ey- 
ery week. 

To produce a select you must have 
the type in your breeding stock; the 
boar alone is not enough; the sows 
must be long and smooth, the young 
pigs must be allowed to grow a frame 
before you start to finish them. Milk 
or a protein supplement in the form 
of tankage is necessary. Allow the 
young pigs sufficient exercise and pas- 
ture if available and when they reach 
the weight of 130 to 140 pounds, they 
will have sufficient frame and length 
to stand heavier feed. Start them 
on a good percentage of barley and 
market them as near 200 pounds as 
possible. A select is a long sides, 
well finished hog weighing from 170 
to 220 pounds, D.O.C. light jowl and 
shoulder, strong back and loin and 
a fleshy ham, and must be free from 
bruises. 

We have districts in this province 
producing 12 to 15 per cent selects 
and others producing below one per 
cent. There must be a reason— 
there is!

The trading branch of the growers’ 
uasociation holds its annual meeting 
tomorrow morning and the. conven- 
tion itself opens in the afternoon with 
the presidential address of George IF. 
Edwards. 

Amalgamation of the Grain Grow- 
ers and the Farmers’ Union, which, 
it is claimed, are working along 
somewhat similar lines, has been dis- 
cussed a good deal during recent 
months, and resolutions providing for 
its accomplishment will be moved in 
the convention. Committees repre- 
senting the two organizations have: 
conferred on the subject of amalga- 
mation and the Grain Growers expect 
to present a report on the matter. 
Whether it will contain a recommen- 
dation, or merely a record of the nego- 
tiations, is not known. One of the: 
warmest debates of the convention 
may occur on this subject, as feeling 
is said to be strongly for and against 
the proposition. ; 

Four score or so of resolutions cov- 
ering a great variety of subjects will. 
provide abundant material for debate. 
One proposes the co-ordination of the 
United Grain Growers Limited, the 
Saskatchewan Cooperative Elevator 
Company and the three wheat pools 
into one huge cooperative marketing 
association. ~And another asks that 
the convention bar from discussion re- 
ligion, prohibition, politics, languages, 
and separate schools. Another ask 
that all the banks be grouped -into 
one national bank with departments 
for long and short. term farm loans, 
Others are for and against a provin- 
cial moratorium; favoring a provin- 
cial banking system such ss Mani- 
toba’s; recommending that wheat 
grading be according to its milling 
value; urging provision for long and 
short term rural credits, and recom- 
mending that the press be excluded 
from the annual conventions.

“The total membership of the 
Presbyterian congregations in the 
city of Toronto alone fs only a com- 
paratively few less than the -total 
church membership in the whole pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan, and already 
18 large congregations in Toronto 
have voted non-concurrence. 

“In reading the daily reports of the 
voting, Presbyterians should not over- 
look the large minorities even in the 
churches which may have voted un- 
ion. In scores of centres throughout 
the Dominion new Presbyterian con- 
gregations have already been formed 
as a result of the vote. 

It is significant that so many of 
the mother churches of Presbyterian- 
ism in Canada have voted non-concur- 
tence—for example in Hamilton, Tor- 
onto, Quebec, Ottawa, Edmonton, 
Prince Albert, Medicine Hat, Mon- 
real and many others.

REPORT OF | 
HEBRIDEAN 
DELEGATION 


The following excerpt from a re- 
cent issue of the “Agricultural and 
Industrial” bulletin of the C.P.R. on 
the Hebridean Settlement Plan as it 
has worked out in Alberta will be of 
interest to many of our readers:

Expect Increased Production 

‘Twenty-five for '25!” is the slogan 
-of the Alberta Dairymen’s convention 
which is to be held in Calgary, Feb- 
ruary 4, 5 and 6. The slogan voices 
the anticipation of the dairymen for 
a production of 25,000,000 pounds of 
creamery butter in 1925, The produc- 
tion in 1924 was 21,500,000 pounds. 

Winners at Seed Falr 

Nick Taitenger of Claresholm, won 
‘the grand championship for wheat at 
the provincial seed fair held in Cal- 
gar ylhe past week. Major Strange, 
world champion wheat grower of 1923 
‘was a close competitor of Mr. Taiten- 
ger, and won first in wheat in his 
zone, but failed to win the grand 
championship, Carl Scheets of Shep- 
pard was granted grand championship 
winner in oats. J. W. Lucas secured 
the championship for barley. Brooks 
Agricultural Society took the shield 
for best display with Bowden and 
High River following. 

Bar Liquor from Banquets 

A new regulation prohibiting the 
use of spirits or hard liquor at ban- 
qnets in the province has just been 
passed by the Liquor Control Board. 
Beer and wine will be permitted un- 
der permit. 

Vaccine for Tuberculosis 

Still another step in the campaign 
af the provincial department of agri- 
culture to bring to bear every possi- 
ble factor on the fight to eradicate 
tuberculosis from cattle, was taken 
this week when Hon. Geo, Hoadley 
cabled to England for a supply of the 
vaccine developed by Dr, Nathan Raw. 

Notice of Dr. Raw’s discovery was 
brought to Mr. Hoadley’s attention in 
a letter from the office of the high 
commissioner for Canada in London, 
Fengland. Mr. Hoadley immediately 
cabled for a supply of the vaccine. 

The vaccine is the development of 
Dr. Nathan Law, a late member in 
the British house for Liverpool, and 
former visiting physician to the Hes- 
wall consumption sanitorium. In an 
‘article enclosed in the letter from 
the high commissioner’s office and 
taken from an English newspaper it 
is stated that the vaccine has had a 
test of over three years and has been 
successful in all cases. One promin- 
ent veterinary found that on one 
breeder's farm where 50 per cent of 
the calves had suffered from tuber- 
culosis prior to the introduction of 
the vaccine, not one calf showed sym- 
toms after its introduction, 

Tho treatment with the vaccine is 
simple. Immediately after birth the 
ealf is separated from its mother to 
avoid infection. When a week old it 
is vaccinated and two weeks later is 
again vaccinated, against tuberculosis,

market in the world, the British pub- 
lic, Hon. Geo. Hoadley, minister of 
agriculture, formulated plans last 
week to bring from Denmark several 
specimens of the Danish hog, the pro- 
duct from which dominates the British 
market today. Since this announce- 
ment was made, however, permission 
to bring these hogs from Europe had 
been refused by the Dominion depart- 
ment of agriculture, because of the 
general embargo on hogs from Europ- 
ean countries, 

Mr. Hoadley had previously arrang- 
ed with Prof. Morkeberg, livestock 
commissioner of Denmark, and a bro- 
ther of Dan Morkeberg of Marker- 
ville, Alberta, to make the selections 
of first class specimens of the breed 
for Mr. Hoadley’s purpose, to have 
them examined for condition of 
health and to take every precaution 
to prevent transmission of disease. 
However, when Mr. Hoadley sought 
the necessary permission for importa- 
tion it was refused. Consequently 
the plan has fallen through for the 
present, although Mr. Hoadley — in- 
tends to persist in his efforts to have 
some of these hogs brought to Al- 
berta, 


TREE PLANTERS 
TAKE HEED ! 


Some words of warning and advice 
to farmers, citizens and municipal au- 
thorities who are planning to beautify 
their homes and communities with 
trees, by Archibald Mitchell, western 
lecturer of the Canadian Forestry as- 
sociation: 

Spring will soon be with us again 
and the all too short season for the 
planting will see thousands of trees 
and shrubs planted. Thousands of 
farmers will plant millions of trees, 
from the government, and thousands 
more from the commercial nurseries. 

Large towns and small towns, cit- 
jes and vilages will plant street 
trees and construct boulevards, and 
thousands of private citizens will plant 
shrubs and trees and flowers, adding 
their little quota to the work of beau- 
tification. 

It will be a-busy planting spring, 
and it is a great work, the creation 
of shaded streets and lawns, of parks 
and shrubberies, shelter belts and 
beautiful places. Great and worth- 
while work, the bringing of beauty 
and usefulness out of sheer drab, 
raw, commonplace prairie and unlove- 
ly streets. Creat work, and no wonder 
energy and enthusiasm mount high as 
the time approaches. Business men 
catch the spirit individually and 
these get it collectively. All the or- 
ganizations worthwhile nowadays, the 
Rotarians, Kiwanians, the Gyros, -the 
Lyons, the Elks and Boards of Trade, 
and the different friendly societies, 
put themselves behind the movement, 
both with time and money. Every- 
body is in it and that so desirable 
spirit of cooperation in solid unselfish 
community welfare is being reflected 
today in no better direction than this 
tree planting movement which is be- 
coming such a feature of the plant- 
ing season every spring on the prairie. 
“All or the town or the city is mine, 
not only a little corner of it, and I am 
doing my best to make it a town worth 
while!” That is the attitude. 

As arule the work is well done and 
the trees grow, especially where the 
work is large enough to engage ex- 
pert supervision, Where tho super- 
vision is lacking, mistakes are made 
which would be unbelievable unless 
one had seen them, little things one 
would imagine were so_ self-evident 
there would seem to be no room for 
inistake, 

Some people never seem to realize 
that a plant is a precious thing, not 
because it costs money—but because 
it is a living thing, with a living en- 
lity all its own, a distinct existence, 
eager to carry on and perform the 
function for which it is intended.

Then the poor things might have 
been able to make audible protest 
and direction when occasion demand- 
ed and have had a chance for their 
lives.

Because he sees it gasp and flop 
about in its agony. No need to tell 
him the fish is going to die unless 
it is returned at once to the water. 
Even the greatest dolt knows that, 
but it is distressing sometimes to see 
how even intelligent men do not seem 
to realize that a tree out of the 
ground {s just like a fish out of water 
and will just as assuredly die if it is 
not returned to its native soil as 
speedily as possible. 


On a certain 
Saturday afternoon I saw a man lay- 
ong out spruce trees on his lawn
